EARLY RIPENING WHEAT 


PRESTON, STANLEY, HURON AND 
PERCY VARIETIES. 


Mr. Chas. E. Saunders, of the Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, Discusses 
Their Qualities. 


In response to requests for precise inr 
formation in regard to the characteris- 
ics and qualities of Preston and some 
other early wheats, the fcllowing brief 
bummary of the principal facts has been 
prepared, 

Preston is the best known of all the 
tarly wheats grown in ‘nada. It 
seems advisable, muwever, in discuss 
ing the subject, to consider at the same 
lime the rejated varieties, Stanley, Ilu- 
ron and Percy. ‘These four sorts have 
&'! been originated from crosses made 
ai the Central Experimental Farm in 
the year 1888 und ure of essentially the 


Bume percentage ‘Red Fife or White 
Fife crossed with Ladoga). As usually 
grown {hey ure very much alike in 


most respects and are not distinguish- 
Bbhle from cach other after threshing. 
The kernels resemble Red Fife, but any 
competent judge can eusily detect the 
difference ty tween that variety and these 
others, provided all the samples con- 
Bist of properly matured grain in pure 
condition. Mixtures of these wheats 
with Red Fife cannot be accurately sep- 
erated by examination of the kernels. 

The stuternent sometimes made that 
these early wheats resemble or are re- 
lated tu wheats of the durum or “mac- 
eroni” or “Goose” cluss is absurd, They 
belong to the Fife cluss and have no 


relationship or s.milarity to Goose 
wheat. 
The distribut.on of these varieties 


from: the experimental Farins wus be- 
gum many vears ago, before the char. 
acteristics of euch sort tiad been fully 


fixed by selection: und hence it is now 
usually possible in an ordinary field 
of any of these wheats tw find heads 
cr kernels of more than one type. In 
order tu overcome this objection, to 
dinprove fhe vametes as much & pos- 
Gible. und especially to get rid of the 
kernels with aw vellow skim (which under 
the present Grain Inspection Act are 
© nsalered jnferor) a careful reselec- 


tin of these

proved strasms were produced. Some 
Of theese are mow being distributed, and 
thease of tle verve dest quality ef which

A full description of 
each variety need not be given here; 
hut it muv be mentioned that selected 
Preston is no bearded wheat with yel- 
howish “white ) chaff; Huron, bearded 
avifti readdush chaff; Stanley, beardless 
With reddish chaff, and Percy, beard- 


fess with yellowish chaff. 

When questions are asked in regard 
to these wheuls the answers are usual- 
iy desired in the fourm of a comparison 
with Red Fife. This method, therefore, 
seems the best to adopt in eonsidering 
the varigus points here discussed. 

Karluness.—These varieties usually rip- 
en from about four to twelve days be- 
fire Red Fife, if sown on the same day 
aid grown under exactly the same con- 
ditious. In the Northwest Provinces, 
Preston on summer-fallow will usual'y 


yipen at about the same time as Red 
life on stubble. Hot weather towards 
hurvest reduces the difference in time 


Cool weather lengthens it. 
Stiffness and length of straw. Re 
gistance to Rust, Smut and other Dis- 
ecases.—In regard to these points the 
early varieties show no striking dif- 
ferences from Red Fife. 
Yield.—Experiments in ‘regard to yield 
cflen give contradictory resulls under 
pome conditions. Speaking generally, 
however, one may expect a large yield 
from any of these wheats, often larg- 
ev than that from Red Fife. On the 
whole perhaps the bearded varicties 
IDeactan Hhhiiran) rather more

Farmers im localities where a fair de- 
gree of success {ts obtained with Red 
Fife but where it is occasionally touched 
with frost must use their own judg: 


good shape. On a scale of points for 


strength where 75 indicates weak, 85} 


medium and 95 or more very strong, 
Red Fife has varied from 84 to 102 and 
the other wheats from 69 to 93, the Red 
Fife being usually about 10 or 12 points 
ahead, This indicates a considerable 
difference in favor of Red Fife in this 
important matter, the “strength” of the 
wheat from the Manitoba Inspection 
Division being one of the chief factors 
in mraintaining its high price in Eng- 
land. The most desirable strength for 
any flour is a matter of taste, if the 
flour is to be used in pure condition. 
The strongest flours do not necessarily 
make the best bread. For mixing pur- 
poses, however, the strongest wheats 
or flours usually (not always) command 
the highest price; and while in Eng- 
land all kinds of clean wheat are read- 
ity saleable, the demand for really 
strong wheat is generally very great. 
With all due respect to the views of 
anyone who judges by appearance only, 
I am of the opinion that if their relative 
qualities were clearly understood the 
difference in price between pure Red 
Fife and these other wheats on the 
London market would usually be con- 
siderably more than three-quarters of 
u cent. u bushe!. It must be remember- 
ed, however, that the ordinary western 
giaded wheat is by no means pure Red 
kife, though consisting Chietly of that 
variety. 

Conclusion.—In_ spite 
admirable qualities. I 
mend these four early 
purpose of replacing Red Fife, as a va- 
riety for export purposes, in those dis 
tricts where early uutunin frosts are not 
feared, Wherever. in the western 
prairie provinces, Red Fife can be de- 
pended upon it should) be the main 
wheat sown. these earlier sorts, if used 
at all, being sown in relatively small 
quantities merely to muke possible 6 
somewhat eurler cornmencement of the 
harvest.

Bulletin Written by Prof. C. A. Zavitz, 
of the Agricultural College. 


A bulletin on alfalfa, dso known as 
I.ucerne, hus been written by Prof, ©. 
A Zavitz of the Ontario Agricultural 
College and printed by the Ontario De- 
purunent of Agriculture. It is now 
being distributed and copies can be ob- 
tuined on application to C. C. James, 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture, Pariia- 
ment Buildings.

Yield.-Experiments in regard to yield 
oflen give contradictory results under 
gpome conditions, Speaking generally, 
however, one may expect a large yield 
from any of these wheats, often larg- 
ev than that from Red Fife. On the 
whole perhaps the bearded varicties 
(Preston and Huron) gre rather more 
productive than the others. It must be 
remembered that these comparisons are 
generally made under conditions favor- 
able to Red-Fife. In casés where frost 
hes to be considered the early varie- 
fies usually give-distinctly heavier yields 
than Red Fife. . 

Appearance of Grain, Selling Price.— 
These carly wheats are as hard as Red 
Fife and when the kernels with yellow 
skins are éliminated, are of a rich red- 
dish color which is (if any difference 
be seen) rather darker than Red Fife. 
So long, therefore, as the Grain Inspec- 
tion Act requires the higher grades to 
contain certain proportions of hard, 
red wheat of the Fife class, these varie- 
ties should grade quite as high as pure 
Red Fife, The grade, of course, largely 
controls the sale price in Canada. 

‘The opinion of an English expert in 
regard to samples of Red Fife, Pres- 
ton, Stunley and Percy. grown at In- 
dian Head, Sask., in 1902. was that the 
Stenley and Percy would sell in London 
at the same price as the Red Fife, but 
the Preston would command = about 
three-quarters of a cent. a bushel less. 
Of the same varieties grown at Ottawa 
he believed the Perey and Red Fife 
would bring equal prices and the Pres- 
ton and Stanley ubout threetquarters 
cf a cent a bushel less,

The chief general conclusions may be 
here stated. As a rule Red Fife gives 
flour distinctly higher in baking 
etrength than these other wheats, pro- 
vided the samples compared have been 
grown under similar conditions and 
properly ripened.

Fife usually gives the stronger flour. In

growth, and its beneficial influence on 
the soil, are all features which com- 
mend it very highly for those farms 
on which it can be grown successfully. 

There are different ways of laying 
cown a plot or a field of alfalfa, and we 
would suggest the following method as 
ene which is likely to give very excel- 
lent results. Select land having a clean, 
mellow, fertile surface soil overlying a 
deeply drained subsoil having no acidity, 
Use large, plump seed, free from im- 
purities and strong in germinating 
power, Inocutate” the seed with the 
proper kind of bacteria, providing al- 
fulfa has not been grown successfully 
on the land in recent years, As early 
in the spring as the land is dry enough 
and warm enough to be worked to good 
advantage, make a suitable seed-bed 
and immediately sow about twenty 
pounds of alfalfa seed per acre from the 
grass seed box placed in front of the 
wiain drill, and about one bushel of 
s-ring Wheat or of barley per acre from 
the tubes of the drill. Smooth the land 
with a light harrow or with a weeder, 
and if it is very loose and rather dry, 
ulso roll it and again go over it with 
the harrow or the weeder. AS soon as 
ripe, cut the grain and avoid leaving 
it one the land Jonger than necessary, 
Give the Alfalfa plants every opportun- 
ity to gel a good start in the autumn 
it: preparation for the winter. If for 
hay.cut each crop of Alfalfa in the fol- 
lowing year as soon as it starts to 
bloom. In curing, try to retain as many 
of the leaves on the stems as possible, 
and to protect the crop from rain. 
Never cut or pasture Alfalfa sufficient 
ly close to the ground to remove the 
crowns of the roots, and thus injure or 
possibly kill the plants. If these direc- 
tens are followed, the alfalfa may

The bows of the North 
dians Were Made uf wood, bone or harn. 
Sometimes the bow wus made of a 
Single piece of Wood, Sometimes Of sev- 
eral pieces; perhaps it was of Wood 
alone, or it might be backed by sinew 
ov by the skin of some animal, accord- 
ing to Forest and Stream, The ma- 
lerial for the weapon was gathered 
whenever it was possible, and a man 
might have in his lodge a number of 
Slicks each of which he intended ulli- 
mately to fashion into a bow, or, if he 
didi net live long enough for this the 
boweWould descend to his heirs. As 
the most important implement of hun- 
ter or warrior, the bow was highly 
valued, 

Bows of bone were made sometimes 
of sections of the rib of large animal., 
spliced and glued together. and were 
usually backed by sinew, Those of the 
antler of the elk were sometimes in a 
single piece and at other times in sec- 
tions, bevelked at the ends and neatly 
giued and spliced. Bows of horn were 
often made of several pieces similarly

Today, all expenditures are made on 
‘he responsibility of a minister of the 
‘rown, who must first receive the ap- 
propriations by vote of the House, then 
axpend the money for the purposes of 
the appropriation, and after that ex- 
plain the method of spending and ac- 
count for every dollar of it. Under 
Mr. Foster’s procedure, a commission, 
appointed for life, only removable by 
impeachment of both Houses of Parlia- 
ment (an almost impossible thing), re- 
sponsible to no person, and having in 
their power the right to spend $50,000- 
000 a year. : 

There would be no additional check 
upon expenditures. ‘’he Auditor-Gen- 
eral would pay as he does now, but 
the men actually responsible for incur- 
ring the debt would give account to 
no one, they could buy what they like, 
as much as they desired, and at any 
price they determined, and the repre- 
sentatives of the people in Parliament 
would have nothing to say about it. 


No Person Responsible. 

A minister of the crown might be 
asked in the House if acertain expen- 
diture were unnecessary or excessive, 
and his reply would be that he knows 
nothing about it, the commissioner did 
the buying. The proposal is absurd 
and positively dangerous in the public 
interest. Should the Conservatives 
gain power and put such an idea into 
practice then any supervision of ex- 
penditure would be impossible, and con- 
spiracy between the ministers and the 
commissioners would be not only 
possible, but would entail no disagree- 
able features involving investigations, 
because the commissioners would be 
supreme, and not bound to give any 
accounting to any person. Ifthey had 
the right to purchase, the Auditor- 
General would be bound to pay, and 
the result would be chaos and riot in 
dissipating public money: economy 
would bea thing unknown, and the 
soil become particularly fruitful for 
graft and thievery. 

Not Constructive Statesman. 

This Foster idea shows how little of 
constructive statesmanship there is in 
the Opposition, Mr. Borden wants to 
turn over the Government railroads to 
a commission, so that there would 
hardly be any necessity for a Qabinet 
at all, under Conservatives. They 
would enjoy the emoluments and 
honors of office, but they woald turn 
over the work to other people.

Londoa 
svends over $50,000 a year on fighting 
the pest, and all over the world a re- 
britain’s latest war 
lentless war is being waged against 
these rodents, says Pearson's Weekly. 

Egypt has taken special measures 
against the creatures and an ant-rat 
Cumpaign is in active progress at the 
present time. The Nile ruts are very 
big and flerce, and they swarm up froin 
the river ‘Nwwthousands, infesting the 
towns all around, Khartoum being the 
great centre.

Source Hard to Find, 


“The country that one passes from 
Athabasca landing down in the Arctic 
Red River is full of vegetation,” says 
writer in the Geographical Journal, 
“and will in my opinion one day be set- 
tled. In all the mission gardens at the 
different posts that | passed I saw wheat 
and barley growing, potatoes, lettuce, 
turnips, carrots, and every kind of ve- 
getable that one grows in one’s own 
garden at home. 

“The country is thickly timbered near 
the banks of the river, and there are few 
places in which you do not find large 
palches of prairie. You pass by a great 
gutrush of natural gas, and oil is 
oozing out for miles along the river 
bank. An earth movement has taken 
place, resulting in a line of fault. which 
is marked for more than one hundred 
miles along the bank of the Athabasca 
River. ; 

“Out of this oil has bden oozing we do 
not know for how long, and no one has 
yet found the reservoir of oil which may 
exist there.

One-third of the City of Chelsea was 
destroyed by a fire which started at 
ll o'clock on Sunday morning, and 
twelve hours later it had practically 
burned itself out. Two burning barges 
Grifted across Chelsea Creek and set 
lire to the Beacon yard plant of the 
Standant Oil] Company. At 11 o'clock 
On Sunday night there appeared to be 
no danger off pe flames spreading any 
further into 4st Boston. ‘The homes 
of at least 2\u0U families were destroy- 
ed = With a few exceptions al! of the 
publig buildings were burned. Alto- 
Sether, including tenements and _resi- 
ences, Churches, business blocks, ho- 
tels and manufacturing plants, soo 
siructures were wiped out. It is esti- 
muted that 10,000 people were rendered 
homeless, afd the estimated loss rang- 
es from $10,000,000 to $15.00U,000.

Have Been Voted Out of Existence in the 


, state of 


Illinois. 





A despatch from Chicago says: The 
great liquor cuntest in Illinois hus re- 
sulted in the saloon parly winning de- 
cisively in most of the larger cities, but 
losing in scores of smaller ones, Lyla 
saloons being voted out of existence. 

The returns as collected by towa- 
ships sre even more impressive from 
the prohibition viewpoint, 828 town- 
ships, or more than three-fourths of the 
tclal number, being closed to the saloon. 
Only by winning in the larger citles 
da the liquor interests save themselves 
from «a complete rout. 

Returns from the 1.200 townships of 
{he State are incomplete, and it is not 
possible to state with exactness how 


many saloons will close their doors 
thirty duys hence as a result of Lues- 
duy's balluting. The figures uvaitable 
pluce the number at over 1.uu0, being 
for the most part in towns which hud 
from five to twenty-five saloons each. 
® A despatch from Denver, Col., Says 
Thirty-five towns in Culorade in which 
elections were held ou ‘Tuesday voted 
cn the questien of local option. Nineteen 
oF these elections resulted in no lense 
and sixteen voted to license sulvons. 
The anti-saloon element won over four 
tuwns that were formerly “wet,” and 
the liquor element made gains uf tive 
towns, giving them the advantage cf 
one in the tolal of changes.
